Bernor cannot explain how he hap- 
pened to reach Cedar Point yester- 
day morning. He had no idea as to 
the direction in which he was walk- 
ing, and had he gone 200 feet either 
east or west of the course he hap- 
pened to take he would have missed 
land altogether.

Fire Chief Dowling found the old man 
groping in smoxe-filled rooms of the 
house. The Fire Chief threw Mr. Gar- 
rott across his shoulder and climbed 
down a ladder. When they reached the 
sidewalk Mr. Garrott was still clinging 
to the papers he which he had’ removed 
from his trunk. 


The house, which was owned by Mrs. 
John B. Lovingston, widow of a former 


It was ruined. 


Awakens the Family. 

When Mr. Haynes awoke at 3 a. m. 
he discovered that the house was in 
He awoke his wife and 18- 
Mildred, and sent 
stairs, and then 
called Mrs. Haynes’ parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Garrott. Mrs. Garrott lost 
no’ time in getting out of the burning 
house, but the anxiety of her husband 
to save his valuable papers nearly cost 
him his life. 

Mr. Haynes is vice-president of the 
East St. Louis & Suburban Railway 
Co. He estimates his ldss at $8000, par- 
tially covered by insurance. 

The house, a 14-room frame structure, 
was built 22 years ago by former Mayor 
Lovingston. The interior finishing was 
of hard wood, mahogany and walnut. 
Mr. Lovingston had walunt logs from 
his farm sawed into lumber for the 
interior decorations of the house, 

A fine walnut stairway was a feature 
of the house. A vault was built in the 
home for the safekeeping of official 
documents, as in those days there were 
constant wrangles in the city govern- 
ment and there was no certainty as to 
who would be Mayor from one day to 
another. 

Insurance Covers Loss, 

When Mrs. Lovingston saw that her 
beautiful house had been destroyed by 
fire she burst into tears. The insurance, 
however, will fully cover her loss. 

Mrs. Haynes has just recovered from 
an attack of pneumonia, having _re- 
turned home from the Hénrietta Hospi- 
tal a week ago. AS she ran out of the 
burning house in her nightclothing and 
was exposed for some time to the cold, 
she was afraid of a relapse and went 
back to the hospital. Her father, who 
was rescued from the burning house, is 
81 years old, and her mother is 79.

Told to Leave Town. 

The morning of Jan. 2 Richter went to 
where Boyce boarded, 1604 Bell avenue, 
and again demanded that he leave town. 
In the quarrel that followed Boyce fired 
three shots, one knocking out three of 
Richter’s teeth and another imbedding 
itself in a medal upon Richter’s breast. 

Richter said nothing about the shoot- 
ing, but the police learned of it Jan. 26. 

The police learned that Boyce was 
getting mail at the home of Mrs. May 
Durphy, 4738 Geyer avenue. Detectives 
Roach and Rooney sent a decoy letter 
there and watched for Boyce to come 
after it.

The girls range in age from 18 to 24 
years. The committee refuses to give 
their names, declaring that the police of 
Chicago and other cities in the State are 
searching for them. 


One Reported Arrested, 
It is learned, however, that two of 


them, who are declared to be in Chi- 
cago, are Kathleen Ball and Catherine 
Belinski. Miss Ball, it is said, recently 


was arrested by the police of the Chi- 
cago Avenue Station on the charge of 
disorderly conduct. 

The police have possession of the 
names of those who are alleged to have 
been found in disorderly houses. They 
were taken out of these places, but 
were not taken care of, and it is said 
they are wandering the streets. 

Representatives Hope and McLaugh- 
lin, members of the committee making 
an investigation, plan to summon Dr. 
Hardt, superintendent of the home, and 
demand an explanation of the charges. 

The information came_to the commit- 
tee through Mrs. Sophie Yan Dine, 387 
North avenue, Chicago, mother of Har- 
vey Van Dine, who has a daughter in 
the Lincoln institution and who during 
past administrations has acted on the 
auxiliary committees of the hospital in 
appeals to the Legislature. 


Girls Acted as Attendants, 


Charges of the same nature were 
made by Mrs. Thonagel, 58 Mohawk 
street, Chicago, who also has a daugh- 
ter in the institution here. According 
to these charges, the nine young wom- 
en who were allowed to wander away 
were employed as attendants at the in- 
stitution. They were among the bright- 
er inmates and Dr. Hardt impressed 
them to take charge of certain wards. 

Their names appeared on the payrolls 
of the institution, but, following the 
protest against this conduct they were 
dropped on the issuance of an ordef 
by W. B.* Moulton, president of the 
State Civil Service Commission. 

As soon as they were dropped, it is 
charged by Mrs. Van Dine and Mrs. 
Thonagel, they were taken out! of the 
dormitory in which the brighter in- 
mates are housed and distributed among 
the low-grade wards. It is declared 
they were finally made desperate by 
their treatment and escaped. 

The girls are said to have become at- 
tached to the women and when Miss 
Ball was arrested by the Chicago Ave- 
nue police her condition and that of the 
other girls in disorderly houses became 
known. 

To Probe to Bottom. 

“We will probe these charges to the 
bottom,’* said Representative Hope. ‘I 
understand two of the girls have been 
recaptured and have been taken to Dr. 
Zeller’s institution. at Bartonville. 

“Coupled with the investigation of the 
charges, Representatives Hope and Mc- 
Laughlin held an executive session to 
plan an investigation of graft charges 
that have been made against the busi- 
ness department of Dr. Hardt’s instl- 
tution. William C. Graves, secretary of 
the State Board of Charities, is here and 
Joseph Mason, secretary of the Board of 
Civil Service Commissioners also is pres- 
ent.

Victims of the “bump-the-bumps” 
street-car tracks on Meramec street, be- 
tween Virginia and California avenues, 
have become so exasperated by the con- 
dition ‘of the roadbed in front of their 
places of business that they have sent 
a representative to the Mayor and Street 
Commissioner Travilla to protest agdinst 
it. They were represented by Frank C. 
Bopp, a merchant at 3149 Meramec 
street, who employed Henry A. Kerst- 
ing, an attorney, to assist him. 

“The condition of the street is eut- 
rageous,”” said Mr. Bopp Friday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘While the 
street-car company has laid a good 
track on. Virginia avenue to the west 
and California to the east, they. only 
patch up the track on Meramec street 
when it threatens to damage their own 
property. I have lived here about twen- 
ty years, and the rails on the street 
now are those over which the old blue 
horse cars ran during John Scullin’s 
ownership. 

Got the Leavings. 

“Occasionally the company sends out 
a gang of men who chop up the pave- 
ment, saw out a bit of splintered rail 
and set in a piece of a different size. 
When we laid our street pavement they 


aay shoved over the old track and 

filled the space between the rails with 
broken stone blocks taken from Chest- 
nut street when'the new pavement was 
laid there. This has left the pavement 
on both sides of the track in such pad 
condition that it is dangerous to drive 
a buggy or wagon along it. 

“But ti.e condition of the track itself 
is the worst thing we have to contend 
with. It is full of bumps and depres- 
sions. Look at that car going past 
now.’ Mr. Bopp pointed to a car run- 
ning down Meramec street. It. was 
lurching from side to side, the wheels 
leaving the rails occasionally and com- 
ing down again with a bump that 
shook the ground and caused the win- 
dows to rattle. 

“Tt has affected the business of every 
merchant on the street,’’ Mr. Bopp con- 
tinued, ‘‘and it makes the women nerv- 
ous, and has a bad éffect on the sick. 
There is not a merchant who is not con- 
tinually losing money on account of it. 
I suppose the greatest loser, in the way 
of damage to operty, is the Order of 
Franciscan Monks, 
buildings have been cracked and dam- 
aged.”’ 

Monastery in Peril. 

The Rev. Father Bernard Wewer, O. 
F. M., head of the Meramec street mon- 
astery of the Franciscans, is up in arms 
against. the condition of the tracks in 


front-of the buildings. 
“The street car people must be “~om- 


pelled to put the tracks in order,’ he 
said Thursday. ‘“‘They are making con- 
ditions unbearable. In the monastery 
the plaster in some of the corridors and 
rooms bas fallen, and we have had toe 
substitute metal ceilings. In the dining 
room where the children eat, the ceiling 
fell. The partitions and ceilings are 
dangerous for the children. 

“There is so much noise from the rat- 
tle, roar and bumping of the cars that 
study is impossible. The rock walls 
have been badly cracked in some places 
on account of the constant jarring. In 
the evening, when the cars are heavily 
loaded, the stone buildings shake’ as 
with an earthquake, the windows rattle 
and the woodwork creaks.”’ 

About a week ago a car flew the track 
in front of the buildings and struck a 
lamp post and telegraph pole arid broke 
them both off; otherwise it would have 
dashed into the wall. 
from the broken. lamp. post and. when 
a man passed later with a lighted lan- 
tern an explosion occurred. 

Andrew Mungenast, a hardware mer- 
chant, says he has suffered considerable 
loss from goods being thrown from his 
shelves by the jarring of the building. 
He says the building was built extra 
strong, with the intention of adding an- 
other story for a stove storage room. 
Piles of queensware have been thrown 
from the shelves to the floor by the 
jarring. Once a pile of dishes crashed 
into an expensive chamber set which 
was on the floor beneath.

Girl Awarded Salary, Though 
She Attended Mistress’ 
Club Meetings. 


“KLATSCH” IS DEFINED 





“Where They Let Go,” Judge 
Sale Tells the Plaintiff’s 
Puzzled Attorney. 


A servant who accompanies her mis- 
tress to kaffee klatsches does not lose 
her identity as a servant or forfeit her 
right to wages, according to the view 
of 12 men who gave’ Mrs. Rose Walsh 
of 2420 Coleman street a judgrhent in 
Judge Sale’s court against George Hoef- 
fel of 4711 Hammett place. 

Mrs. Walsh sued for $397.25, which, 
she said, was due as wages for domes- 
tic work done for Mrs. Margaret Hoef- 
fel between May, 1902, and June, 1906. 
Mrs. Walsh, then Miss Rose Lafratto, 
became a member of the Hoeffel house- 
hold in 1901. According to her testi- 
mony, she received $10 a mon®h until 
May, 1902, After that she receivéd only 
her clothing and some “change’ now 
and then. 

Lost Suit and Appealed. 

She asserted that her understanding 
with Mrs. Hoeffel was that her wages 
should accumulate in Mrs. Hoeffel’s 
hands until Miss Lafratto married. The 
girl was married in June, 1906, to Mar- 
tin D. Walsh. When she asked for 
the wages that she considered were due 


she did not get them. She sued in a 
justice court, lost and appealed to the 
Circuit Court. 

The defense was that Mrs. Hoeffel 
had taken her in when she was sick 
and that she had remained voluntariiy 
as a member of the family and was 
treated as such. 

By way of establishing the _ social 
status of the girl there was testimony 
that Mrs, Hoeffel always took her along 
to kaffee klatsches and that she was 
treated as an equal, sitting with the 
members of the club and eating with 
them. . 

Attorney John J. O’Connor, repre- 
senting the plaintiff, had a hard time 
getting his tongue around the kaffee 
klatsch. He called it a coffee clutch. 
Judge Sale reminded him that he had 
the wrong vowel. 

Klatsch, Where They Let Go. 

“Clutch is something you hold,’”’ he 


said. ‘This is klatsch, where they let 


go.”’ 
A question arose as to whether the girl 
could read. Mrs. Dawson, a member of 
the klatsch club, said she had seen 
Rosie reading her catechism and a book 
on Broadway. Mr. O’Connor wanted to 
know if it was a book on the general 
subject of Broadway. The witness said 
she meant it was when the family lived 
on Broadway. 

An attempt was made to show that 
Rosie cared for Mrs. Hoeffel’s children 
at the kaffee klatsches. The witness 
said” Rosie used to hold the babies. 

‘Well, I don’t suppose she would 
throw them down,” said Mr. O’Connor.

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GOMPERS SAYS 


TRAINMEN CANT 
TAKE REDUCTION 


Labor Chief Is Glad Roosevelt 
Is Investigating Railway 
Pay. 








KNAPP IS DISPLEASED 





Commission Chairman Repori- 
ed to Have Said Inquiry 
Is Politics. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Samuel Gom- 


pers, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, held important confer- 
ences here regarding the threatened 
Wage reduction on railroad §_ iiines 
throughout the country. When seen at 
the headquarters of the National Civic 
Federation, Mr. Gompers said: 

“The wages of the railroad men can- 
not stand a reduction. The cost of liv- 
ing has been increased faster than the 
wages, which, in fact, have not been 
increasing at all. The sympathies of 
President Roosevelt are with the wetk- 
ing people, and he is not afraid that this 
be known. 

Do Not Want Strikes. 

‘We do not want any strikes. Strikes 
are to be avoided except as a last re- 
sort, and, in nine cases out of ten, if 
both sides be willing, the trouble can 
be settled by arbitration.’’ 

Conferences of representatives of the 
various railroad organizations in New 
York State were held in this city and 
it was decided that under no circum- 
stances would they consent to a reduc- 
tion of the present wage scale. 


Neill Goes to Chicago. 
Commissioner of Labor Neill has gone 
to Chicago to look into the reports of 
coming reductions. It developed this 
morning that Mr. Neill went at the 
personal order of Mr. Roosevelt and 
without the knowledge of Judge Knapp. 
Messrs. Knapp and Neill, under the 
Erdman act, constitute the Board of 
Arbitration to which disputes between 
capital and labor are to be referred. 


Cut Not Likely, Stone Says. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 21.—‘'We will 
not stand for a wage reduction from 
the railroads,” said Warren 8S. Stone, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, today. ‘“‘There 
are 62,000 men in our organization. 
They work by the mile. The falling 
off in freight business has already 
practically reduced their wages—al- 
most 60 per cent for freight engin- 
eers. You can put it as strong as you 
like that there will be no cut in the 


wages of our 62,000 engineers.”’

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THE CASE OF MR. ROOSEVELT. 
Persons who scrutinize the President’s acts 
closely will have some difficulty in classifying 
his latest letter to th® Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

In some respects it reminds one of Topsy’s 
“Golly, I’se so wicked,” and in others there is a 
fiavor of the sinister doctrine that the king can 
de. no wrong. 
It is most unusual for the President of the 
United States to discuss wage reductions before 
they are made or to consider officially strikes that 
have not yet been ordered, but Mr. Roosevelt is 
unusual.in many of his methods. 

So far as this letter is a mere expression of 
bvavado or an attempt to “get even” with critics 
o1 an effort to stir up discontent among the em- 
ployes of a railroad which is in financial straits, 
it is unworthy even of the author of the recent 
intemperate message to Congress, 

There is widespread business and industrial de- 
pression. There is great uncertainty as to the 
future. The labor market is glutted. Men of af- 
fairs are struggling under prodigious burdens. 
I* there is to be recovery confidence must be re- 
stored in a measure, but there can be no con- 
fidence if the Chief Magistrate of the United 
States is to exert himself continuously as an in- 
citer of suspicion and alarm. 

Whatever the sins of American business. men 
may have been, the penalties have fallen as crush- 
ingly upon the innocent as upon the guilty, and 
unless Mr. Roosevelt has some plan by which he 
can correct this injustice it would be well for 
him to hold his peace. 

Nothing is giving the people less concern today 
than the President's ruffled feelings and his vain 
and repeated efforts at self-justification. Most men 
will admit his good intentions if he will say no 
more about them. Since he cannot or will not 
name and punish the great offenders against 
whom he is always fulminating, can he not in 
mercy give honest men a chance to restore their 
business and revive their industries?

By reeburgesto classic precedents our Justice 
of the Peace who stopped at mulcting the defend- 
ant in crass money damages, should have gone 
further to afflict him with some refined severity 
in accordance with the principle of fitting the 
rature of the visitation to the nature of the of- 
fense.

While a 
fourth, Benjamin Buzzard, Esquire, was indicted, 
having told the Lady Everbloom that she was 
coking very well for a woman of her years; the 
court forthwith decreeing him non compos men- 
tis, whereat there was considerable applause. 

Coming down to the case of the cleaner who 
said that the lady’s gown was ten years out of 
style, he should be sentenced publicly to clean and 
dye the selfsame gown for the next ten years, 
free of charge, as often as the lady may require 
of him. 
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ACT QUICKLY ON DIRTY BAKESHOPS. 

Considering the matter of filthy bakeries, the 
Municipal Assembly will do well to pass guch a 
measure as that now before it. 

The use of dirty cellars should be prohibited for 
bread-making; sanitation and ventilation should 
be required; and persons afflicted with disease 
should be prevented from working in bakeshops. 
To define the conditions under which this in- 
dustry may be pursued, the authority of the 
Municipal Assembly is complete and unques- 
tioned; and to enforce these conditions the power 
of health and police officers is ample. 

There could be no plainer case for municipal 
regulation than that of the dirty bakeries, or a 
cause demanding prompter action.
